HEREAS,  the  provifioni  contilned  in  a  certain  Ordinance  of  the  late  Pro-      I'hjmlla, 
vincc  of  Quebec,  paffed  in  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  his  Majefiy's  Reign,  intitu- 
led, «*  An  Aft  or  Ordinance  for  the  belter  fecuriiy  of  the  Revenue  ariling  on  the 
retail  of  Wine,   Brandy,    Rum,    or  Spirituous  Liquors,"  have  been   found   in- 
convenient ;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  other  and  more  eafy  regulations    ^^,1,^1  „f  , 
relpe6ting  the  granting  of  Licences  to  Houfes  of  Public  Enteitainment  ;  Be  it  en-  orJimuKr  pji 
afted  by  the  King's  moft  excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  '^■^  »*  ^'°-  3 
the  Legiflative  Council  and  Ailembiy  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  conftituted 
and  aifembled  by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Aft  palFed  in  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain,  intituled,  "  An  Aft  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Aft  pair* 
ed  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  his  Majefty's  Reign,  intituled,   ••  An  Aft  for  malting 
moreeffeftual  provifion  foi  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  North 
Amei'ica,  and  to  make  further  provifion  for  the  Government  of  the  laid  Province," 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  the  faid  Aft  or  Ordinance  (hall  be  ftnd  the 
fame  is  heyeby  repealed* 

II.  And  be  if  further  EnaHeJ  by  the  Aulhorlty  aforejaid,  That  from  and  after  the    Certificates  «• 
twentieth  day  of  March  next,  no  Licence  lliall  be  granted  to  any  perfon  to  keep  >c  obmincj  hy 
an  Inn  or  Public  H'  vfe  for  the  purpofc  of  vending  Wines,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  p"*^^"'>  ¥"="*• 
other  Spirituous  Liquors  ;  unlefs  he  Qiall  firft  have  obtained  a  Certificate  of  his  be-  ['."g  uJ^'^^' 
ing  a  proper  perfon  to  keep  an  Ir.n  or  Public  Houfe,  from  the  Magiflrates  of  the 
Divifion  wherein  he  refides,  or   is  about  to  refide,  to  be  granted  to  him  as  herein 
after  fpeci6ed,  and  all  Licences  which  (hall  be  hereafter  granted   to  the  contaary 
hereof  fhall  be  ouU  and  void.

III.  And  be  it  further  Enabled  by  the  Authority  aforejaid,  That  for  the  faid  purpofe, 
it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Magiftratet  a6^ing  in  each  and  every  Divifion  of 
the  feveial  Diftrifts  of  this  Province,  to  limit  the  number  of  Inni  and  Public 
Houfes  in  their  feveral  Divifions,  and  to  appoint  a  day  of  public  meeting  in  each 
Divifion  in  either  of  the  two  laft  weeks  in  the  montli  of  March  in  every  year,  at  a 
convenient  place  within  their  feveral  Divifions,  by  a  Warrant  under  tdt'ir  hands 
and  ieals,  or  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  two  of  them,  at  leail  ten  day.'*  be- 
fore  fuch  meeting,  direfted  to  the  High  Conftable  or  other  Peac*e  Officer,  iwtiirJMg 
him  to  give  notice  in  tL;  mofl  public  manner  of  fuch  intended  meeting,  and  thei; 
and  there  to  hear  and  receive  applications  from  all  fuch  perfons  as  deflre  to  take 
out  Licences  for  opening  Inns  or  Public  Houfes  within  their  faid  feveral  Divifions, 
and  the  faid  Mai^iflrates  fhall,  upon  hearing  and  receiving  any  application  from  any 
perfon  praying  to  have  a  Licence  granted  to  him,  enquire  into  the  life,  charafter 
and  behaviour  of  the  perfen  (o  applying,  and  if  it  Ihall  appear  to  the  greater  part 
of  the  Juflices  then  ajad  there  aflembled,  that  it  is  expedient  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  Inns  or  Public  Houfes,  and  that  the  party  applying  is  a  fober,  honeft  and 
diligent  man,  and  a  good  lubjeft  of  our  Lord  the  King,  they  fhall  then  and  there 
grant  a  Certificate  accordingly,  under  the  hands  and  fcals  of  any  two  of  4hem,

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V.  Provided  neverlhehfs,  That  if  any  Licenced  perfon  fliall  die  or  remove  frota 
the  Inn  or  Public  Houfe  kept  by  him,  it  (Iiall  and  may  be  lawi'ui  for  the  perfoa 
lucceeding  to  the  occupancy  of  fach  houfe,  to  keep  on  the  faid  lni>  or  Public 
Houfe  during  the  refidue  of  the  term  of  iuch  Licence,  on  condition  that  fuch 
perfon  fhall  obtain  an  Adignment  endorfed  on  the  back  of  the  Licence  granted  to 
the  perion  fo  deceafed  or  removed  ;  which  Adignment  Ihall  be  executed  in  the 
prelence  of  a  Magiftrate,  and  Ihall,  within  thirty  days  after  th,c  death  or  removal

Licence  (hall  be  granted,  upon  complaint  or  i  fotination  that  fuch  Licenced  per- 
fon  hatr^  done  or  committed  any  aft,  offence  or  mifdemeanor,  whereby  in  flic 
judgment  of  the  faidjuftice,  fuch  Recognizance  may  be  forfeited,  or  the  rondi 
tion  thereof  broken,  miy  by  Summons  undef  hi*  hand  and  feal,  require  fuch  per-
